Protect Our Forests 

A recent newspaper report stated that before midsummer had been reach- 
ed, forest fires in Canada had already this year destroyed more timber than 
would be required to construct one hundréd. thousand new homes, or, in othe» 
words, make provision for housing half a million people. : 

Yet in practically every city and town in this Dominion there is an acute 
shortage of houses, with the result that rentals have climbed to unreasonable 
heights. Thousands of people are ready and anxious to build homes of their 
own, but are deterred from doing so because of the high cost of building. 
This high cost is made up of three main items price of lumber, freight 
charges on lumber and other materials, wages of labor. 

Because of these high costs only a fraction of the work of construction 
is under way that would be the case if costs were even slightly reduced. Be- 
thousands of men are being 


‘ cause building operations are not mee active, 
elk vit of employment, yet they ere Sule upon to’ pay the high rentals oc- 


casioned by ldck of houses. 

While the high prices of lumber constitutes one of the chief deterrent 
factors in building operations, forest fires in Canada consume more than suf- 
ficient to erect 100,000: homes! Nor is the loss of this timber itself the only 
loss. These fires mean loss in lumbering operations, consequently further 
unemployment and loss in time and money to both workers and lumber manu- 
facturers, loss to railways in freight, and loss ail along the line of business 
because of decreased production, Nor can the destroyed timber be replaced 
by new growth within the lifetime of a generation. 

A grent deal is heard these days of réforestation, but not a word too 
much as ii is necessary that the importance of that work should be fully ap- 
preciated by both Governments and people. By reforestation is meant, in 
the popularly accepted meaning of the term, the-replanting of forest arenas 
which have been: cut over by the lumbermen; that as-the larger trees are cut 
down for commercial use, smaller trees or tree seed should be planted and 
thus provide for new growth for future gencrations. . Lét it De repeated, that 
it is most important: that such a policy be strictly enforced. 

But how much more important it is that greatly. advanced steps be taken 
-to prevent forest fires and protect the trees already grown and ready for the 
use of this and future generations! In no one year does Canada erect 
100,000 new. homes, and our people therefore do not make inroads into the 
available amount of standing timber that fires havé consumed in a few short 
months, The need for the creation of a much more extensive and efficient 
forest protection service in Canada has been clearly demonstrated in récent 
years. The people of the Prairie Provinces aré vitally interested in this 
matter as they must depend upon those Provinces having large timber areas 
for the lumber wherewith to build their homes, Under even the most favor- 
able conditions, the cost of lumber, due to long railway hauls and consequent 
heavy freight rates, is a severe handicap on building operations in the West, 
and if through carelessness and laek of an efficient protective service, court, 
Jess millions of feet of timber are annually destroyed by. fire, the handicap 
is thereby enormously increased. ° 

There are broad national aspects of this question that call for considerz- 
tion. Canada needs immigrants, tens of thousands of them. Each new 
family settled on our vacant lands requires lumber wherewith to erect houses, 
barns and other necessary farm buildings. The present cost of providing 
such needed buildings is one of the obstacles to be overcome in order to in- 
duce new settlers to come to this country and enable them to succeed. So 
long as millions of dollars worth of timber are burned up annually it is use- 
less to expect any substantial reduction in lumber prices. 

Nevertheless, until such reduction does take place, there is no likelihood 
of tha® revival in building construction which is now a crying need through- 
out Canada. The erection of more houses would provide much needed em- 
ployment for all our artiazn @asses; more houses would result in a decline in 
rents, and such a decline would enable workers to accep} a somewhat lower 
wage, and thereby remove another of the present handicaps on building opera- 
tions, namely, high labor costs, Increased freight traffic for our financially 
embarrassed National Railways would follow. Last of all, a further induce- 
ment to immigrants would be provided. . ‘ : 

It is furthermore generally recognized that the presence of forests have 

_ & determining effect on such vitaHy important matters as climate and rainfall, 
while a recent poster of the Fisheries Department of Canada urges’ protection 
of forests with the slogan: “No forests, no fish” : ‘ 

Every Government, every corporation operating in. timbered areas, every 
hunter, trapper, camper—in a word, every individual Canadian citizen—should 
exercise every care and put forth every reasonable effort to preyent fires and 
protect Canada’s forest wealth, which, to. an.extent as yet not fully realizéd, 
is one of the basic national resources.

Mr. Bradshaw stated that the ‘As- 
einiboia collector has already given 
the museum several gorgeous speci- 
mens of butterflies from tropical 
countries. At the present time the 
museum is hampered for room, and 
it is not expected that the whole new 
collection. will be shown in the prem- 
ises now occupied in the Normal 
School, Regina. There will not be 
sufficient space for that, but when the 
new memorial building is erected

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When the motorist consults his road 
map or the teacher in the schoolroom 
refers to the wall map, it is ordinarily 

' Re flat map. It shows the roads, rail- 
roads, rivers, lakes, cities, towns and 
the other features, all placed upon a 
flat surface. Hills and motntain 
ranges, valleys and prairie lands are 
not distinguished except perhaps by 
conventional signs or Ifmes wilich as 
sist the mind in its endéavor to pic 
ture the real aspect of the country. 

Mountains, hills or ridges, if shown 
at all, may be indicated by shading or 
a system of fine radiating lines to rep- 
resent shadow, or by a series of lines 
of equal elevations above’ sea level 
called contour lines. The — latter 
method gives actual elevations of the 
land and is thus a much more precise 
method than the former-as it conveys 
definite information to anyone experi- 

enced in “reading” the contour lines 
and gives an accurate mental picture 
of ‘the configuration or relief of 


ground, 

Relief maps have thickness as well 
as length and breadth and one sees 
upon them the valleys and rivers and 
streams, the steep hillsides, the gen- 
tle slopes and level places. One sees 
where railways have to be located to 
get easy grades, where roads require 
to be diverted to avoid st@p_ hills, 
what areas can be drained and the 
direction in which the outlet will be 
found, why some rivers are sluggish 
while others will furnish water power 
and many other things of interest. 
The engineer’ or municipal officer can 
explain clearly projects unfamilar 
with maps. ~ 

In the opening up of a new country, 
relief maps lend invaluable help in 
that the layman and the prospective 
settler, often unaccustomed to the 

’ proper interpretation of contour lines, 
may obtain from them a clear under- 
standing of the “lay” of the land be- 
forehand, its proper drainage, the 
grades involved in hauling to market, 
and so on. 

It was out of their need of some such 
means for illustrating the relief in ter: 
ritory where road construction, drain- 
age, clearing of lands and other de- 
velopment work was proposed for sol- 
dier settlement that the Topographi- 
cal Surveys Branch of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior began the mak- 
ing of these maps on a small scale. 
Where there was some specific pur- 
pose to warrant it, they have been 
made from time to time. 
lief maps are constructed in such a 
way that after the first map is pro- 
duced, duplicates are quickly and 
v easily made at little cost. 

Although there have been no at- 
tempts at distribution, these maps 
have attracted considerable, attention 
and requests have come from various 
organizations to supply different 
models at cost. ; 

' The extended use of relief maps in 

' the schools would be a valuable aid to 
tlie study of geography. They lend 
themselves to a more complete under- 
standing of geographical terms as for 
instance for such features as ridges, 
Spurs scarps, cliffs, plateaus, etc. ‘The 
relative elevations of vaxjous parts of 
the country studied would be seen at 

a glance. Drainage areas could be 
worked out by the class and the ques: 

i tion of definite or indefinite water- 
; ~ sheds dwelt upon. ‘The location of 

railways, with reference to the con- 
figuration of the country, the gradés 
encountered,i and the necessity for 
winding. courses through hilly or 
mountainous regions would be seen. 


The Hottest Place 

The hottest place in the world has 
been. found by the United States 
Weather Bureau. It is in Death Val- 
ley, California, where a substation 
has taken records of. the tempera- | 
ture for a period of ten years. 
extreme maximum temperftures sho 
it to be the hottest known region on 
earth. A temperature of 134 degrees 
F. was recorded on July 10, 1913, and 
this is believed by meteorologists to 
be the highest natural air tempera- 
ture ever recorded with a tested stan- 
dard thermometer exposed in the 
shade under approved conditions.

end of this year. 

The Amaury, d’Aremberg, Tempe, 
Roeux and Bladse-Borne pits are now 
dry, and the remaining five pits will 
be cleared by June of next year. In 
Pas de Calais, at Dourges Courrieres, 
Lens and Lieven, many pits are al- 
ready dry, and in others the water is 
fast disappearing from the bottom. 
Up to the present over 600,000,000 
cubic feet of water have been pumped 
out. ; 

Reconstruction of pit bottoms is 
proceeding apace, considering the ap- 
palling havoc wrought by the. en. 
emy. Nearly 2,000 miles of galleries 
had to be rebuilt, of which 600 miles 
hgd been abandoned during German 
occupation and 1475 miles’ systemati- 
cally flooded. The reconstruction of 
the bottom is the all important task, 
and it can only be carried out step by 
step. The advance varies between 
forty and. twenty, inches a day. 


Is the Earth ih Pear Shaped? 


Director of French nak Ghakiesiany Sonn 
gests Using Wireless to Find 
Out aia 

Many of us laugh at the people who 
in past times thought the world: was 
flat. But are the laughers any more 
correct in their belief that the world 
is round? 

That it is a sphere, we know, be- 
cause we can see it’ for ourselves 
when a ship sinks below the horizon. 
But it is not shaped like an orange, 
as many suppose.+. The “Globe” is 
not a strictly accurate expression for 
it. 

Recent measurements by astronom- 
ers have led to the belief that ils 
shape is like that of a pear. But 
more careful and systematic methods 
are needed to give us exact knowl- 
edge, and the director of a French ob- 
servatory suggests that we can make 
absolutely sure by means of wireless 

If all wireless’ stations establish a 
time-chain, signalling to each other 
and recording the distances between 
them calculated by the transmission 
of time, a network of observations 
will be’ cast around the earth, and by 
working out the results its shape can 
be found. 

This would be valuable as well as 
interesting; many calculations, not 
only of astronomers, but of naviga- 
tors and geographers, would be af- 
fected by it. And if it were repeat- 
ed at regular intervals, we should 
know whether the shape of the earth 
alters from time to time, and how the 
alterations are caused.

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A Famous Sniper 


Man Who Organized Corps for War 
Services Dies in London’ ~ 

The recent death, in England, of 
Major H. Hesketh-Prichard, removes 
one who was famous as the creator 
‘of “Don Q,” and who had also other 
claims to distinction, Perhaps the 
most noteworthy of these is the fact 
that he was responsible for the organ- 
ization of the corps of British snipers 
who rendered such valuable service 
‘during the war. He had many quall- 
fications which peculiarly fitted him 
for this difficult task, among them 
the fact that he had shot big game 
all-over the world, even in Labrador 
and Patagonia. In fact, in 1900-1 he 
was the leader of ,an expedition 
which ranged through the wilds of 
South America in search of pre- 
historic animals, of course fruitlessly. 
When the war broke out he instantly 
enlisted, and served through it, get- 
ting his D.S.0, He early perceived 
the field of the sniper, and perceived 
it alone.

Months 

Drought is on the land—such a 
drought as has never been known in 
the history of: this country. pity 
north to south, from east to west, 
for a thousand miles and more, a piti- 
less sun blazes down from a steely 
; blue, cloudless sky on toa land that 
‘is scorched white—a burnt, shriveled- 
up, lifeless waste of white. y 

Here is a sun that burns, At su®- 
rise this morning the thermometer 
on the east side of my house stood at 
a little under. forty degrees. One 
hour and a half afterward it register- 
ed seventy-two degrees, and so on it 
increased, until by midday it went to 
107. : 

In twelve months there have been 
a few odd showers in what is usually 
our rainy season. That is now over, 
The last rain that fell was at the be- 
ginning of January. 

Ahead of us lies the long, bleak, dry 
winter—six certain rainless months 
after nine months of drought! 

For hundreds of miles you can gass 
through a_ bare, sweltering, dried-up 
desert. For hundreds of miles there 
is not a vestige of gfss—not a drop 
of water. 

Farm after farm is without a sign 
of life. The dams are bone-dry; the 
wells and boreholes have given in. 

The owners have trekked—taken to 
the road-—with sheep and cattle and 
horses, in the hope of finding water 
and grazing somewhere ahead—hun- 
dreds of miles ahead, 

It is doubtful whether half the 
stock will eyer come back—it is cer- 
tain that some, of them will never 
reach their destination. But in the 
blazing sun they crawl along the hard 
white road, surrounded by a cloud of 
dust that is forever over them 
throughout the long, dry days,

Dr. Plaskett, Victoria Observatory, 
Finds New Heavenly Bodies 
Twin

Py Dr. J. S, Plaskett, director of the 
Jominion Astrophysical Observatory, 
Victoria, B.C, through the observa 
tory’s big 72-inch reflector telescope. 
Scientists herald the discovery as 


the outstanding astronomical achieve 
ment of recent times The . suns 
have been named Piaskett, after theit 


discoverer. 


The light, which, travelling at the 


rate of 186,000 miles a second, started 
from these suns* 5,000 years before 
there was any creditable human his 
tory on this earth, reached here only 
today. 

An airplane travelling from this 


earth at the rate of 200 miles an hour 
would require 30,000 million years to 
reach these twin suns. 

They burn at a temperature of 30, 
000 degrees Fahrenheit as they whirl 
around one another, One, the’ more 
massive, is 75 times the bulk of our 
sun. The lesser is 63 times heavier. 

Qne is 15,000 times as bright as the 
sun, the other 12,000 times as bright. 
Plaskett is more than five times as 
large as any other known heavenly 
body. 

Professor Harold Jacobs, of Colum- 
bia University, noted astronomical 
authority, declares it a “most remark- 
able Investigation and discovery.” — It 
is outstanding among recent astrono: 
mical investigations, he says, and de- 
clares that the measurements record- 
ed by Dr. Plaskett must be accepted 
as most reliable. 


Fire Prevention Day 


Co-operation of _ All is Sought by 
Government Proclamation 

Because of the great loss of life and 
property by fire during’ the past de- 
cade, the Government, by proclama- 
tion, is calling upon all citizens to ex 
ercise special care and to observe Qc- 
tober 9 as Mire Prevention Day. 

According to the proclamation, cili- 
zens will be required to inspect their 
dwellings and remove all conditions 
likely to. cause fire. Inspection is 
also applied to factories, ‘ public 
buildings, hospitals, and other in- 
stitutions. The proclamation recom: 
mends fire drills in schools and all 
large stores and factories’. Special 
instruction is recommended to be 
given by school teachers, municipal 
officers and boy séouts. 

In the bush, operators of lumber 
Camps, settlers and hunters will be 
required to acquaint themselves with 
the regulations governing. the  pre- 
vention of fire. There is also a 
recommendation that all legislation 


and regulations dealing with fire 
prevention be given proper publicity.

Suggests That Banks 


Assist All Creditors 


A concrete suggestion outlining the 
method which might be adopted by she 
banks to assist the farmers to market 
their grain in such a manner as to pre- 
ven} the glutting of the wheat market 
and a consequent depression in prices, 
was telegraphed to W. L. Mackenzie 
King; by Premier Chas. A. Dunning. 

Pointing out that the banks stand ‘at 
the base of the pyramid of credit,’ Mr. 
Dunning suggests that “if they could 
devise means of expensing portions of 
amounts due them from all creditors t® 
enable more g*adual liquidasion,” he 

feels that the effect would be felt 
through all classes of creditors, down 
to the farmers and -probably preven 
slaughter of wheat prices. 

Mr, Dunning points out, that mereh- 
ants as well as farme’s s/and creditors 
to the banks in considerable sums of 
money, and his proposal involves a 
gradual liquidation of thei rbank in- 
debtedness by all creditors, thus elim- 
inating ¢he necessits for merchants and 
others crowding the farme s for cash 
payments early in the fall. -

Another Belief Attacked * 


Dentist Says White Bread Harms 
Teeth More Than Sweets 
Another of the bellefs generally 
known as “popular fallacies” has been 
attacked by a member of the Feder- 


ated Confectioners’ Association, who _ 


has' declared that the eating of sweets 
is not bad for children’s teeth. He 
called to witness the children of the 
sugar plantation, who, constantly 
chewing sugar cane, have the finest 
‘teeth in the world. 

The point was submitted to a well- 
known London dentist by the London 
Sunday Pictorial. 

He said: “Of course, sweets do not 
injure the teeth of the children any 
more than other foods containing 
carbo-hydrates. 

‘It is a simple fact that:soft white 
‘bread has ‘an infinitely more deleteri- 
ous effect upon the teeth than 
sweets, 

“The action involved in teeth de- 
cay is chemico-parasitic. The chemi- 
cal action is due to carbo-hydrates, 

“The moral indicated is a simple 
one. By all means let the children 
eat pure sweets, but see to it that the 
use of the toothbrush is not neglect- 
ed,”
